With reference to our conversation on Saturday, 
I have to state that, according to reports received by 
the Municipal Police from the British Military Authorities, 
there were large numbers of British sailors from K.l.S. 
"Suffolk® and large numbers of French sailors from the | 
Cruiser “Waldeck Roussean® ashore in the cabarets on Rue 
Chu Pao San on November Srd, 1931. It is said that the 
bulk of the men were under the influence of drink, and 
that considerable antagoniaem manifested itself between those 
of British and French nationality. It is said that the 
hestility almost resulted in fights $n several occasions, 
and that the French Naval Picquet present was inadequate 
to deal with the unruly element among their nationals.

I have to report for your information, that at Shanghai, 


on the 3rd November, 1931, 1 was N .C.0,. Visiting Night Duties, 
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and in consequence of the disorderly conduct in general of the 
men of the French Cruiser "WALDECK ROUSSEAD” I was compelled to 
confine most of my time to Rue Privee Chu Pao San (French 
Concession. 

There were a large number of ratings and ‘marines from the 
Cruiser "H.M.S, Suffolk" and the French Cruiser""ALDROK ROUSSTAU® 
in the Catarets un till midnight, and I had to assist the Naval 
Patrol to prevent three fights in three separate Oabarets, two 
of which I actually saw started between French and British 
sailors and the Frenchmen had purposely provoked the British 
sailors. 

Their general conduct was disgraceful, approximately 80 
per cent being drunk and pulling and dragging each other along, 
and purposely knocking other sailors off the pathway. 

The French Naval Picquet on duty = six men and a “"sous- 
oeriaton appeared to be impotent, the French sailors absolutely 
disregarding any feeble attempt at interference on their part, 

I render this revort in order that something is done 
before anything very serious ococurrs between the two factions,
